Medium Cows. 


Medium cows are sometimes call- 


ed "beef cows" to distinguish them 
from cutters. Such cows are decidedly 
lacking in form, condition and quality. 
They belong to the lowest grade of 
cows, the carcasses of which may all 
be tibecl to sell over the block. 


Common Rough Steel's. 


Stceis of this grade lack very no- 


ticeably in form, quality and condi- 
tion. Ideal beef form is not looked for 
in common rough steers. Whether a 
lack of quality or condition is more, 
apparent depends upon market and 
crop conditions, (ieneraly sneaking a 
lack ot quality is the more apparent. 
(Refer to deueiiplion of common rough 
bteers in beef cattle class.) 


Choice Bulls. 


To be choice, bulls 
must 
possess 


quality or beef blood to a high degree 
ami along ^ith that quality should go 
fine finish. Coin.paratively few choice 
bulls rc.u b the. Chicago m.uket and 
«hen they do, 
they 
are frequently 


boiiKht for export. About one-third of 
Ihe choice bulls are used for dresse-1 
beef. They must be entirely free from 
that roughness and coarseness, which 
charadei izu, so many aged bulls. The 
supply of choice bulls is made 
up 


largely aged bulls. 


Good Bulls. 


Good bulls contain a good percentage 


of beef blood, or at any rate they 
carry the flesh and show the confor- 
mation which usually accompany well 
bred beef bulls. They frequently lack 
both in quality and condition, but 
decided l a c k of either may furnish suf- 
ficient reason for their being' classed 
as good and not as choice bulls. Bulls 
of this class are often exported. 


Medium Bulls. 


Medium bulls lack both condition 


and quality lo a maiked dcgi ee. They 
are usually thin fleshed, long legged, 
coarse fellow*. 
They are too good to 


be classed either as Bologna bulls or 
carmors and still inferior both as to 
quality and 
condition. 
This is the 


lowest grade of. bulls used foi block 
beef. The line between meilium butch- 
er bulls and r.ologna. bulls Is not defi- 
nitely drawn. It varies from time to 
time with the demand for butcher 
stock and Bologna bulls.

Gas 
may exist without oil but not oil with- 
out gas. 


Test the Gas. 


In some places a walking stick may 


be pushed into the soft earth and when 
It is slowly withdrawn a lighted match 


held at the apc-ature will cause the 
gas to burn several minutes. To test the 
gas a big paper funnel is put into the 
mouth of a gallon jug which is then 
held inverted over the escaping 
gas. 


The funnel is removed and the jug 
sealed before it is returned to an up- 
right position. The"gas is then anal- 
yzed to determine it it is a mineral 
gas and if it is, the oil indications are 
said to be first class. 


Effects to Come. 


The effects of the discovery of oil in 


that country are yet to be fell. The 
booming of the country as a rice grow- 
ing center has already made a lasting 
impression on the country and the peo- 


ple. 
The oil business is scarcely be- 


yond the experimental stage. The time 
will no doubt soon come when the 
country will be dotted on all sides 
with the derricks of the oil wells. 


The possibilities are vast. In that 


country where coal is high priced and 
shipped in from a long distance the 
raw oil will become a blessing in the 
way of cheap fuel. The Southern Pa- 
cific passenger engines are now equip- 
ped with oil burners and what was the 
coal bunker on the locomotive has been 
converted into an oil tank. There is 
no question about its steam making 
qualities. On heavy passenger trains 
the locomotives constantly carry so 
much steam that they are always "pop- 
ping". 


A Refinery. 


Up to the present time the oil wella 


at Jennings have not been able to sup- 
ply the demand for raw oil to be used 
as fuel. They have the oil but cannot 
get it to the market. Even the South- 
ern Pacific railroad company cannot 
get all of the oil needed for its en- 
gines. 


The men who own the Southern com- 


pany have organized a company and 
arc building a refinery at Jennings. The 
company is capitalized at $50,000 and 
will have a capacity of 1500 ban-els oC 
refined oil each day. By those who pre- 
tend to know it is said that the re- 
fining of oil will give an added profit of 
$2 per barrel obove tho profit that 
might have been made on tho raw oil. 
Southwestern -Louisiana is the new El- 
dorado. There was never a gold field 
which gave promise of such wonder- 
ful wealth as is plainly in sight in this 
field. 


Fabulous Prices, 


The moment that there Is assurance 


that there is oil beneath the land al- 
most any price may be asked for it. 
Two weeks ago an Indiana syndicate 
sent representatives into the Jennings 
field. The Southern company sold them 


one acre of ground adjoining the South- 
ern wells for $25,000. The ndiana men 
then bought ten acres near the pla.n 
und paid for it at the r; to of $2,000 
per acre. If an oil well it brought in 
adjoining a farm on which rested no 
suspicion of oil land, it immediately 
jumps to a fabulous valu '.
